Put in Education Bill 


The House Education Commit- 
tee has added an anti-racial 
discrimination feature to the 
Federal education aid bill. 


But there still is no assurance 
any bill will be sent to the House 
floor for debate. 

In a meeting yesterday, the 
|group approved an amendment by 
Representative Powell, Democrat, 
of New York, which would require 
that Federal aid money be dis- 
tributed at the school level, rather 
than on a basis of districts. Mr. 
Powell said this would mean white 
and colored schools would share 
equally in States having segregated 
school systems. 
| The Powell amendment also 
|would give special assistance to 
so-called “needy” States. 

The Senate has approved an 
education aid bill which would 
leave spending details to the 
States. 

In the House committee, the 
principal argument concerns the 
extent, if any, to which parochial 
and private schools should partici- 
[pate in the grants.
